Plans drawn up to revitalise outdoor market 


PLANS to revitalise Oswestry’s out¬ 
door market have been launched 
with the lodging of a planning appli¬ 
cation to extend it further into the 
town centre. 

Oswestry Town Council has sub¬ 
mitted plans to allow the market to 
extend into Bailey Street and New 
Street, after a successful trial of an 
artisan market and concerns over 


flagging visitor numbers for the 
Wednesday and Saturday market. 

A planning statement said: “The 
council is working closely with the 
Business Improvement District 
(BID) project to raise the quality of 
the town centre retail offer, to attract 
new visitors, and to improve the town 
centre generally 

“However, it is clear that internet 


shopping and other competition has 
had an adverse effect on the num¬ 
ber of market traders attending the 
town’s Wednesday and Saturday out¬ 
door markets on the Horsemarket 
and Bailey Head - particularly the 
Wednesday market, which has seen a 
sharp decline in the number of stalls 
in recent years. 

“The indoor market on the Bailey 


Head has also been affected by the 
reduction of the outdoor market, and 
the resulting draw of shoppers. One 
of the findings of the Mary Portas 
project in the town centre was that 
the markets, and the town centre 
generally, need to be revitalised. One 
way to achieve this is to create activ¬ 
ity in the streets, to draw in shop¬ 
pers.” 


As a result of the pressures facing 
the market, the council has since 
June trialled the rebranded artisan 
market - to replace the old farmers’ 
market - on Bailey Street and New 
Street, on the last Friday of each 
month. The statement says the arti¬ 
san market is popular and has drawn 
shoppers into Bailey Street, Bailey 
Head and the indoor market. 


COUNCIL FREEZES 
DAY CENTRE FEE

ELDERLY people in Welshpool 
will not have to pay more to 
attend its day centre, despite 
the county council approving 
plans to charge an extra £5 per 
day at centres in other towns. 

Welshpool’s day care centre was tak¬ 
en over by the town council in 2015, 
when it was announced Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council was considering closing its 
day centres due to cuts. 

This week, the county council cabinet ap¬ 
proved plans to hike up the weekly cost of its 
day centres from £60 to £70, increase the daily 
charge from £10 to £15 per day, 
and increase the charge for 
meals provided at the day cen¬ 
tres from £5 to £7.50 per day. 

But the picture in Welshpool 
is very different, with the cost 
to attend remaining the same, 
while the Meals on Wheels ser¬ 
vice charge and meals at the 
day centre, which has now been 
officially renamed the Ann Hol¬ 
loway Centre in memory of the 
late town and county councillor, 
only increasing by 25p. 

Councillor Estelle Bleivas said the town’s 
day centre provides a “lifeline” to the most vul¬ 
nerable and elderly. She said: “Saving the day 
centre was an absolute, complete necessity and 
to this day I’m glad that the centre continues 
to thrive and provide a lifeline to our town’s el¬ 
derly. They come and they enjoy the company of 
others, laughter and friendship, and good food, 
all of which are complete necessities. 

“I knew of a woman who would only see her 
carer and that was twice a day for 15 minutes, 
you hear plenty of terribly upsetting cases where 
this happens and there are so many more we 
don’t hear about. I know the budget cuts mean 
prices have to go up but I do think it’s going to 
restrict those most in need.” 

The county council said the increase in its 
charge will generate an additional £30,200 for 
its adult social care budget. However, an impact 
assessment warned it could have a “detrimen¬ 
tal” effect on those affected. People could refuse 
services and, therefore, have less monitoring.

School pitches in to safeguard playing field

A PLAYING field so plagued with dog muck 
that it could not be used is now being cared 
for by a primary school. 

Woodside School in Oswestry has taken a 
long lease of the community pitch and will 
ensure that local youth groups can use it out- 
of-hours. 

A community asset transfer of the junior 
football pitch has allowed the school to put a 
fence up so that it can be kept free from litter 
and dog mess. 

The New Saints Community Foundation is 


one of the groups planning sports sessions on 
the pitch. Head at Woodside, Rob McDevitt, 
is asking youth groups to contact him so ar¬ 
rangements can be made for them to use the 
facility. 

“The pitch will provide our students with 
additional play space for them to exercise and 
learn new skills. Outside school time, local 
groups will be welcome to also make use of 
the pitch under very simple agreements,” he 
said. “For anyone thinking the school is look¬ 
ing to build on the land we can reassure peo¬ 


ple that this is not possible under the terms 
of the lease with Shropshire Council. We are 
proud to be supporting the local community 
safeguarding such an asset for people in 
Oswestry.” 

Councillor Vince Hunt, a school governor, 
said: “The field was used by dog walkers, a 
minority of whom would not clean up after 
their pets. Children just could not play foot¬ 
ball on it. Now it can be hygienically cleaned 
and used, not only by the pupils but by the 
community after school.”

Cautious welcome 
given to optimism 
over maternity unit 

A HEALTH campaigner says she “cau¬ 
tiously welcomes” an MP’s optimism 
about the long term future of Oswestry’s 
midwife-led maternity unit. 

Liz Grayston, founder of the Save 
Oswestry Maternity Unit campaign, has 
spoken out after bosses from Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital Trust (SaTH) and 
Shropshire’s Clinical Commissioning 
Group, insisted there are no plans to 
close the rural units in Oswestry, Ludlow 
and Bridgnorth, at the latest meeting of 
Oswestry Health Group. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson, 
who chaired the meeting on Friday, said 
it was an “extremely encouraging meet¬ 
ing”. 

He said: “Representatives from SaTH 
made it clear and with no hesitation that 
they have no plans to close Oswestry’s 
unit.” 

But Mrs Grayston said she didn’t think 
it’s all as clear cut as that. 

She said: “Obviously having it said on 
the record that there are no plans to close 
the units is great news but that’s cur¬ 
rently and as we know the CCG is under¬ 
taking a review of maternity services, so 
that doesn’t mean to say that’s the end of 
this. I’d be happier if they could say there 
were no plans to change the services that 
are currently provided because then that 
gives the assurance that there will be no 
changes and the units will remain open 
overnight.”

Inquest to open on 
canal death tragedy 

THE inquest into the death of an elderly 
woman whose body was found in a canal 
near Oswestry will open today (Thurs¬ 
day). 

The body of 94-year-old Brenda 
Heminsley, of Llanymynech, was found 
shortly before 6.30am on Thursday last 
week in the canal in Barley Meadows, 
Llanymynech. Anne Tugwell, a spokes¬ 
woman for West Mercia Police, said: 
“West Mercia Police is treating the death 
as unexplained and officers are preparing 
a report for the coroner.”

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Prison for drug driver who 
led police on 88mph chase

A MAN has been jailed after a 
court heard how he led police 
on a high-speed chase through 
Shropshire, including in the 
Oswestry area, while affected by 
cannabis. 

Defendant Max Claridge, 24, trav¬ 
elled at speeds of almost 90mph as po¬ 
lice followed him by car and helicopter. 

He received a 13-month prison sentence 
at Mold Crown Court. He was also banned 
from driving for two and a half years and 
was ordered to take an extended driving 
test. 

Judge Tracey Lloyd-Clarke said that if 
there had been a collision it could have re¬ 
sulted in serious injuries or even a fatality. 
There was, she said, a “high risk of harm” 
to other road users. 

The pursuit went on for 32 miles over a 
half-hour period before he slowed down in 
the village of St Martins near Oswestry and 
jumped out of the silver VW Golf while it 
was still moving. 

Claridge, of Mount Pleasant, Froncy- 
syllte, ran off but was chased and caught 
by officers. 

The force helicopter monitored the chase 
from the air and the judge said she saw 
footage that showed the chase went along 
narrow country lanes in the dark. 

The lanes were twisting with many junc¬ 
tions and sharp bends but he had driven 
on the wrong side of the road and reached 
88mph at one stage. 

Prosecuting barrister Claire Jones said 
that the defendant was stopped by police 
on December 15 but as officers got out of 
their vehicle, he sped away along the A539 
near Ruabon. Claridge was found to have 
more than twice the legal limit for cannabis 
in his blood. The court was told a stinger 
device was deployed by police, puncturing 
three of the car’s tyres, but he continued 
to drive on. 

Claridge pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving, failing to stop and drug-driving 
when he appeared at the local magistrates’ 
court. 

Defending barrister John Hedgecoe said 
that it was clearly a prolonged piece of dan¬ 
gerous driving over a significant distance. 

In interview, he was clearly shocked to 
see the him of his driving and he then real¬ 
ised how bad his driving was. 

From that moment on he had shown gen¬ 
uine remorse.

MPs not keen on snap election idea

THE Prime Minister should con¬ 
centrate on Brexit and resist the 
temptation to call a snap election, 
the region’s MPs have said. 

Former Tory leader, William 
Hague, who now lives at Cyfro- 
nydd Hall near Welshpool, had 
urged Theresa May to call an early 
election arguing she would have a 
better chance of making Brexit a 
success if she secured a decisive ma¬ 


jority in the Commons. But North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson dis¬ 
agreed with the suggestion. 

He said: “We should not have 
an election immediately. At the 
moment the people don’t like poli¬ 
tics and don’t like politicians. The 
run-up to the last election was much 
longer than most and then we had 
the referendum. I would get on with 
the job of delivering Brexit, it is an 


absolute priority. We have a small 
majority but it is enough.” 

MP for Montgomeryshire, Glyn 
Davies, said: “Theresa May has said 
very clearly that she is not going to, 
and I don’t see her changing her 
mind. 

“She’s not a leader who likes to 
change her mind. 

“We have in place the Fixed Term 
Parliament Act which stipulates 


that the next general election will 
be held in early May 2020 unless 
either two thirds of MPs vote for 
one, or there is a vote of ‘no confi¬ 
dence’ in the government and a new 
government cannot be formed in 14 
days.” 

Mr Davies said “really challeng¬ 
ing discussions would begin for the 
government” with Article 50 being 
invoked. 


Inquest on aqueduct death 
is adjourned for report

AN inquest on a teenager who fell to his death from the Pontcysyllte 
Aqueduct near Oswestry has been adjourned for an independent re¬ 
port into the construction of the parapet on the historic structure. 

The family of Christopher McDowell, 18, known as Kris, who died on May 31 
last year, said they wanted to know why the upright he was holding gave way 
leading to the tragedy. 

Mr McDowell, from Coronation Road, Cefn Mawr, near Wrexham, worked at the Splash 
Magic Leisure Centre in Plas Madoc as a lifeguard and volunteer. The Canal and River 

-Trust that manages the aqueduct, part of 

the Llangollen Canal World Heritage Site, 
had put a report it had commissioned from 
an independent expert to the inquest. 

North Wales East and Central coroner 
John Gittins agreed to the family’s request 
for a new report when he re-opened the 
inquest at the Guildhall in Wrexham on 
Thursday last week. 

He said the report should include how 
the upright Mr McDowell was holding 
when he fell, came to give way. 

“I have to have all the evidence before me 
when looking at any deaths, whether an el¬ 
derly person or in this case an 18-year-old 
with his whole life before him,” he said. 

He said he was also considering whether 
there should be a jury for the resumed in¬ 
quest. 

It was adjourned for a date to be fixed. 
Mr Gittins said he would give considera¬ 
tion to summonsing a jury for the hearing. 
The inquest was first opened in June. 

A post-mortem examination had given 
chest trauma as the provisional cause of 
Mr McDowell’s death. 

He was found at the base of the 120-foot 
tall aqueduct. 

Floral tributes were left for Mr McDow¬ 
ell from family and friends at the aqueduct 
following the tragedy. 


woman had 
sex with boy 

A 23-year-old woman was discovered by a 
housemate in bed with a schoolboy aged 15, 
a judge was told. 

Janie Emery, now 24, was given a 12- 
month suspended prison sentence after 
pleading guilty to two charges of having 
under-age sex. 

She was also ordered to carry out 150 
hours of unpaid work by Caernarfon Crown 
Court and must also complete two years 
of a rehabilitation programme which will 
include sexual awareness and victim em¬ 
pathy. A 10-year sexual harm prevention 
order limits any contact with boys under 16 
and Emery has to sign the sex offenders’ 
register for the same period. 

Jonathan Austin, prosecuting, said the 
boy had told police it had been consensual. 

Passing sentence Judge Niclas Parry 
described Emery, of Pentrefelin Terrace, 
Welshpool, as “vulnerable,” with health 
problems throughout her life. 


Calls for fairer school funds

HUNDREDS of teachers, parents and pu¬ 
pils joined a march on Saturday demanding 
fairer funding for Shropshire’s schools. 

Roads in Shrewsbury were closed as 
demonstrators weaved their way from 
Castle Lawns to the Quarry, chanting and 
blowing whistles as they marched. It comes 
amid new figures released by unions that 
claim Shropshire’s schools will lose a total 
of £13.4 milli on in funding by 2019. Unions 
claim that will lead to a shortfall of £394 per 
pupil and an equivalent loss of 360 teach¬ 
ers across Shropshire. The Marches School 
in Oswestry, which has 1,220 pupils, will 


lose £522,032 by 2019, according to the 
unions - the equivalent loss of 15 teachers. 
Primary schools will also be affected the 
unions say and say for example Woodside 
Primary School in Oswestry will have a 
budget change by 2019 of £241,558. The 
Government proposes to re-allocate school 
budgets according to a new national fund¬ 
ing formula and not increase funding per 
pupil in line with inflation. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson is 
urging people to take part in the consulta¬ 
tion. The closing date for consultation is 
March 22.

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Business owner is fearful 
of impact of energy park

CONTROVERSIAL plans for a renewable energy park - featuring a 
101 metre high wind turbine and 2,500 solar panels - could “scar 
the local landscape and community for years to come”, a business 
owner has warned. 

Miles Hunter, owner of the Pen-y-Dyffryn Hotel in Rhydycroesau, near 
Oswestry, says he and the rest of the community “viciously object” to the pro¬ 
posals for the Cefn y Maes Community Renewable Energy Park. 

The proposal is earmarked for land near Oswestry’s Old Racecourse at Rhydycroesau. 
- The developers behind the scheme, re¬ 
newables firm Engena Limited, have sub¬ 
mitted plans for one wind turbine, 2,588 
solar panels assembled in rows of four pan¬ 
els deep, two containers for energy stor¬ 
age equipment, a substation and ancillary 
infrastructure. The energy park, covering 
1.70 hectares of farmland, would provide 
electricity for more than 550 homes. 

Mr Hunter said: “There are a number of 
issues with this application, one of the prin¬ 
ciple issues being the height of the turbine, 
it will be a massive blot on the landscape, as 
it will be visible from Oswestry Racecourse, 
the Ceiriog Valley, the Berwyns and even 
from the A5 coming from Shrewsbury. 

“This will no doubt have a huge impact 
on tourism, and you have to remember the 
tourism industry in this part of Shropshire 
is fledging, it’s still not established in this 
part of the county, and all of my custom 
comes from tourists, people coming here 
for short breaks and holidays. 

“Last year we were awarded for having 
the best countryside views, people come 
here because of our beautiful, unspoilt 
countryside and that could be destroyed if 
these plans go ahead.” 

Mr Hunter said another issue that faces 
both tourists and local residents if the plans 
are approved, is major traffic disruption, 
because of the heavy goods vehicles travel¬ 
ling to and from the site. 

He said: “The developer’s draft planning 
application to Powys Council estimates 
over 1,300 heavy goods vehicles in the first 
six months, with many exceptional loads, 
some over 30 metres long. Vehicles will also 
have to navigate through Oswestry town it¬ 
self, so major traffic disruption is inevitable 
for road users.” 

Mr Hunter has criticised the “frag¬ 
mented and disjointed” planning process. 

He said the application for the energy 
park will be looked at by Powys County 
Council, while the supporting access and 
electricity infrastructure applications will 
go before Shropshire Council for consider¬ 
ation. 


Fee request 
puts festival 
in 'jeopardy' 

OSWESTRY’S food festival could be in 
jeopardy if the organisers have to make a 
payment to the town council, it has been 
claimed. 

The festival celebrated its 10th anniver¬ 
sary last year, attracting thousands to the 
two-day July weekend that sees food and 
drink stalls line the streets. 

At a meeting of Oswestry Town Council 
in 2016 it was suggested the organisers 
of the festival make a contribution to the 
council for the help it is given over the two 
days. Now festival director John Waine has 
written to councillors asking for a re-think 
over the request for the money. 

“It was suggested that the festival con¬ 
tribute to Oswestry Town Council at sum 
in the area of £2,000,” he said. “Were we to 
meet this, giving the rising costs of power, 
insurance and promotion it would mean in¬ 
creasing the fees that are already at a limit 
for many local traders. 

“We do not feel it is to the benefit of the 
festival, the town or the council, that the 
sustainability of the festival be risked in 
this fashion.” 

He said that when looked at in context of 
other large town events supported by the 
town council, such as Christmas Live and 
the youth music festival, the food festival 
probably provided the greatest benefits at 
the lowest costs. 

The town council’s markets and car 
parks committee were due to meet last 
night (Wednesday) to discuss the letter. 


Injured jumper to sue venue

A WOMAN is taking legal action against 
a trampoline park after she fractured her 
spine on a jump. 

Sarah McManus, 29, from Oswestry, has 
to wear a back brace after suffering seri¬ 
ous injuries on a tower jump. The accident 
happened at the Flip Out centre in Ches¬ 
ter. The personal assistant, who works at 
the British Ironwork Centre, said she went 
from being an outdoor enthusiast and keen 
walker to struggling to put her socks and 
shoes on. 

Miss McManus said: “I followed the in¬ 
structions on the sign and landed in the 
seated position as suggested, but when I hit 
the foam, I heard a crack in my back and 
felt like I’d been winded. 

“I was barely able to breathe and couldn’t 


shout for help so I had to throw some of the 
foam sponges in the air to get attention.” 

She was taken to hospital and it was dis¬ 
covered she had fractured her T12 vertebra. 

Following her injury, three other people 
all reportedly suffered back injuries on the 
same attraction, which has since been re¬ 
placed. 

A spokesman for Flip Out Chester said: 
“Since opening in December, more than 
200,000 people have visited Flip Out Ches¬ 
ter and we have an excellent safety record. 
Safety is our number one priority and we 
strive to ensure that everyone who visits 
can enjoy all of the activities in a safe en¬ 
vironment.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


A report in this newspaper last 
week said that Welshpool Town 
Council was happy with the 
town’s one-way system - well 
here’s one town councillor who 
doesn’t agree, and I know I’m 
not the only one. 

The controversial system was 
installed with the backing of the 
local council. Many of those 
councillors are no longer on the 
authority and I do wonder just 
how a vote would go today if 
the same plans were on the ta¬ 
ble, though I accept hindsight 
is a wonderful gift. No matter 
how many tweaks and adjust¬ 
ments are made no-one will ever 
convince me that the system, 
which the town now suffers, was 
the best choice - although it was 
probably the most cost-effec¬ 
tive. 

Nearly all town and county 
council calls for changes have 
fallen on deaf ears in the corri¬ 
dors of Welsh Government, de¬ 
spite former Transport Minister 
Edwina Hart’s near-miss when 
her chauffeur-driven car was al¬ 
most swiped off the street by a 
white van man. You might have 
thought that would have been 
enough to prompt immediate 
action but instead she commis¬ 
sioned a study into changing 
Union Street back to a two- way 
system at the council’s sugges¬ 
tion. That was back in 2015 and 
Ms Hart has since departed of 
course. 

While some minor improve¬ 
ments have taken place other 
promised changes are still await¬ 
ed and there is no doubt that the 
system is seriously flawed - par¬ 
ticularly in emergency situations. 
I’ve written to Ms Hart’s succes¬ 
sor Ken Skates for an update 
and at the time of writing still 
await his response. Mr Skates is 
a rising star in the Labour admin¬ 
istration and while I accept he 
is likely to quote austerity as an 
excuse I am hopeful he may find 
it within his powers to respect 
the views of the local people and 
approve the requested changes. 

Last week I had the honour 
of making a presentation to a 
wonderful Welshpool man on his 
100th birthday and was humbled 
by the gratitude of a veteran, 
who risked everything for his 
country when he took part in the 
Normandy Invasion. 

Elvet Davies is an inspirational 
figure who enjoys the independ¬ 
ence he fought so bravely for. He 
lives alone, cares for himself and 
is in amazingly good health and 
spirits. In fact most days of the 
week he catches the bus into 
town to do his shopping and 
even enjoys a daily flutter in his 
local bookies. 

Hopefully none of us alive to¬ 
day will have to endure the kind 
of horrors he witnessed back in 
those dark days but we could 
certainly all learn from this proud 
Welsh speaker who goes about 
his daily life without complaint. 
“I’m just lucky, I suppose,” he 
said.

Some of Wales's iconic 
walks and sites have now 
become more accessible, 
reports KAREN COMPTON 

BEFORE you visit somewhere, 
just to see what a place is like, 
or if you have no chance of vis¬ 
iting somewhere and you just 
want to see what it’s like, many 
people use technology to open 
up the world for them. 

It is a wonderful tool to have ac¬ 
cess to but have you ever been on 
Google Maps and picked up the yel¬ 
low ‘Pegman’ to explore an area in 
Street View, only for the imagery to 
stop at the end of the road? 

Well, the area of Wales on Google Maps 
has just got a little bit bigger. 

People can now ‘walk’ some of Wales’s 
iconic trails and paths from the comfort 
of their armchair after Natural Resources 
Wales (NRW) teamed up with Google to 
add special sites to Google Street View. 

The aim of the project was to collect 
imagery from a selection of the sites to 
give people a 360 degree panoramic view 
and create a virtual tour, allowing any¬ 
one to explore a site before they visit in 
real life. 

The imagery also creates a snapshot 
in time of the sites from many different 
angles, allowing change to be monitored 
and its use as an educational tool. 

The hope is that by reducing some 
of the uncertainty of exploring the out¬ 
doors, more people will be encouraged to 
visit, enjoy and learn about the wonder¬ 
ful Welsh outdoors. 

This project is part of NRW’s commit¬ 
ment to help more people get active and 
enjoy the outdoors. 

With the sites chosen and a network of 
keen staff volunteers ready to go, it was 


time to get out and start walking in 
some of Wales’s most spectacular coun¬ 
tryside with the Street View Trekker. 

Choosing from so many fantastic 
potential places was difficult. The 
trekkers only had one summer and 
could only trek when it wasn’t raining 

- which, being Wales limited the total 
trekking time. But they still managed 
to capture most of the key special sites 
and places of interest. 

From Newborough Warren to the 
Wye Valley woodlands they trekked 
over 40 different paths across Wales, 
totalling over 200km. 

The mapped areas include the Lower 
Wye Valley woodlands, Cwm Rhaeadr 

- Waterfall walk, Dyfi National Nature 
Reserve, Ynyslas walk and Cors Fochno 
walk, Newborough Saint, Sand and Sea 
Trail, Newport Wetlands National Na¬ 
ture Reserve, Oxwich National Nature 


Reserve, Gower woodlands, Swansea 
Bay and Mumbles Hill Local Nature 
Reserve. 

Trekking causes quite a stir - walk¬ 
ing around with 23 kilos of batteries, 
cameras (15 of them) and GPS units in 
a backpack is certainly a way of attract¬ 
ing attention to yourself. 

Most people who saw this strange 
looking device couldn’t resist coming to 
ask about it. The trekkers said it was 
great to hear first-hand how much peo¬ 
ple loved visiting these sites. 

There are some places they wouldn’t 
have been able to trek without the help 
of their partners including the Wildlife 
Trust of South and West Wales, Swan¬ 
sea University, Merthyr Mawr Estate, 
the RSPB and the City and County of 
Swansea. 

Max Stokes, Natural Resources Plan¬ 
ning Officer said: “We look after loads 


of sites across Wales where people can go 
running, walking and mountain biking. 

“Launching the digital maps with 
Google means we can now showcase 
these special places on a global platform. 

“We hope that this ‘virtual warden’ 
experience will encourage more people 
to get out and enjoy the outdoors.” 

The maps include routes along the 
boardwalks at Cors Caron, through Dyfi 
Ynyslas Nature Reserve and around 
the beautiful waterfall country in the 
Brecon Beacons. 

And this was all completed by NRW 
staff who volunteered to be involved. 

Max Stokes continued: “We had over 
60 members of staff who walked over 40 
individual routes with the Street View 
Trekker. 

“The camera was worn like a back¬ 
pack so we could capture trails only ac¬ 
cessible by foot.” 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 



Last week was dominated by 
the Budget. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer told us it will be 
the last ‘Spring Budget’. 

In future there will be just one 
budget per year and it will be de¬ 
livered in the Autumn. 

Any responsible budget al¬ 
ways has to take account of the 
national finances. 

Throughout the current year, 
the Government is spending/in¬ 
vesting over one billion pounds 
more every week than it is rais¬ 
ing. This level of borrowing is 
deeply unfair to our children and 
grandchildren, who will eventu¬ 
ally have to deal with the debt. 
Despite, the very good news last 
week that growth was higher 
than we thought, and the current 
year’s deficit is a bit less than 
predicted, the Chancellor rightly 
decided that his budget must be 
fiscally neutral. 

Any extra spending has to be 
matched by spending reductions 
elsewhere. 

The main extra spending an¬ 
nounced by the Chancellor was 
for social care and for extra in¬ 
vestment in training and educa¬ 
tion. 

I was particularly supportive of 
help for social care. We are, on 
average, living much longer. In¬ 
evitably the cost of care through 
these extra years of life is com¬ 
paratively high. We should look 
on the two billion extra (one bil¬ 
lion in 2017/18) as a first step. 
We must also accept that while 
unemployment is at record lev¬ 
els, our productivity must im¬ 
prove. Investment in training 
and education is crucial as the 
UK develops new trading links 
across the world. Much the most 
controversial tax change in the 
Budget has been to raise Class 4 
National Insurance Contribution 
by two per cent over next two 
years, impacting on the self-em¬ 
ployed. There is very public 
disagreement whether this is a 
‘broken promise’ from the Con¬ 
servative Party’s 2015 manifesto. 
The Chancellor is adamant that 
the ‘election promise’ related 
only to Class 1 contributions - 
which is what 85 per cent of the 
working population pays. 

But the bigger question is 
whether it’s a sensible tax 
change. Usually, we look to the 
Institute of Fiscal Studies for the 
authoritative unbiased judge¬ 
ment. The IFS has welcomed the 
change, describing the current 
system as “distorting decisions, 
creating complexity and is un¬ 
fair”. The IFS also points out that 
the current rapid switch from 
being employed to being self 
has left the Chancellor with lit¬ 
tle option. But as someone who 
has always been self-employed, 
I can fully understand the dis¬ 
appointment, and there may 
well be more change before this 
comes into effect. I can envisage 
fierce debate when this issue 
comes before Parliament.

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WHY WOULD I BE SENT A LETTER BEFORE PROCEEDINGS 
FROM CHILDREN’S SERVICES? 

Q: Q: I have received a ‘Letter Before Proceedings’ from Children’s Services asking me to attend a meeting to discuss my child’s welfare. I am really worried 
but I am too frightened to ask them what it is about. Why are such letters are sent, and do I need to do any preparation for the meeting? 

A: When a Letter before Proceedings is issued it unfortunately means that the Local Authority (Social Services) thinks there are issues with the way in 

which a child is being cared for. By sending you this letter, the Local Authority is informing you that they are considering making an application to the Family Court 
to potentially take your child into care, or make any other arrangements in relation to your child’s welfare or accommodation, as they see fit. These are called Care 
Proceedings. 

There are various reasons why the Local Authority may be concerned about your child and this could involve concerns regarding issues such as the child’s safety, 
health or education. The letter you have received should tell you why the Local Authority has concerns. 

The meeting to which you have been invited is known as a PLO meeting. It will involve you and the Local Authority discussing their concerns and trying to reach 
an agreement on the best way forwards. Sometimes it is possible for a parent to prove to the Local Authority that they can make the required changes and prevent 
the matter from going to Court. Conversely it may be too late to change their minds. 

Local Authorities actively encourage that a Solicitor is present at such a meeting and you may be able to get Legal Aid to help you fund this.You might therefore 
consider appointing a specialist lawyer who can attend the meeting with you, advise you of your options and put your points across in the best possible way.

But is it really possible, when there are 
not even the number of medical students 
preparing? 

It’s not hopeless, but the whole thing 
can’t be launched without everyone know¬ 
ing, understanding and being willing and 
able to take their part in the whole new 
recipe for the NHS and its clients.

Responder dismissed 
over paper shredding

A VOLUNTEER community first 
responder has been dismissed 
after shredding patient forms. 

Effie Cadwallader who has been a 
first responder in St Martins, near 
Oswestry, for 11 years, breached the 
Data Protection Act in destroying the 
records, West Midlands Ambulance 
Service said. 

But the news has prompted outrage 
in the local community, with a petition 
launched calling for her to be reinstated. 

In a Facebook post, her husband Les said 
the issue related to two sheets of paper that 
an ambulance crew had declined to take but 
that Mrs Cadwallader was not allowed to 
keep, which she then shredded. 

Jamie Arrowsmith, a spokesman for 
WMAS, said the trust had been left with 
“no option”. “It was with great regret that 
we terminated Mrs Cadwallader’s vol¬ 
unteer agreement as she had been a very 
dedicated member of the team,” he said. 
He said Mrs Cadwallader had admitted de¬ 
stroying patient report forms. 

He added: “These legal documents de¬ 
scribe the treatment received by a patient 
and as such could be requested by a coroner 
or other court. 

“By destroying them, Mrs Cadwallader 
has breached the Data Protection Act. The 
trust is examining whether this breach 
needs to be reported to the Information 
Commissioner’s Office.” 

A petition has been launched by village 
supermarket Stans Superstore to reinstate 
her. Robert Faulks, one of the partners, has 
called the action of the ambulance service 
“disgusting”. He added:“Effie is a well-re¬ 
spected member of the community, known 
by all and always seen in her red uniform. 
We at Stans knew her well, for when she 
attended to our customers and staff over 
the years.”

Councillor 
gives recycle 
sites pledge 

A WELSHPOOL councillor says he 
will call on Powys County Council to 
fully reinstate household waste recy¬ 
cling centres after the May elections. 

County and Town Councillor Gra¬ 
ham Breeze says he will continue his 
fight for seven-day recycling centres 
after confirmation about opening 
times and vehicle restrictions at the 
sites. 

Powys County Council has an¬ 
nounced the centres will only open 
for three days a week from April 3 
and has revealed a list of restricted 
vehicles that will not be allowed - in¬ 
cluding vans. 

Councillor Breeze said: “Powys 
County Council has stepped down on 
plans to close the Welshpool site com¬ 
pletely but has still gone too far with 
these decisions. 

“We must not allow these Cabinet 
decisions to go unchallenged and will 
get the ideal opportunity when a new 
council is formed after the May 4 elec¬ 
tions. 

“Already five of the nine Cabinet 
members have announced they will 
not be standing for re-election so 
there will be a vastly different look to 
the senior team in May.”

Changes to 
town bollard 
scheme are 
postponed 

THE electronic operating of bol¬ 
lards on a part-pedestrianised road 
has been postponed as local author¬ 
ities work together to find a way of 
re-opening empty shops. 

A transport and townscape report 
on Oswestry will be published in the 
next few weeks which amongst its 
studies has been looking at whether 
some streets could be open to traffic 
again. 

The working group and Oswestry 
Town Council objected to a move by 
Shropshire Council to replace the 
manual operation of bollards that 
open and shut streets, including 
Cross Street and Albion Hill in morn¬ 
ings and evenings, with an automatic 
system. 

They said that any decision should 
not be taken until the review of the 
transport system in the town was 
complete. Some shopkeepers have 
asked for the re-opening of Cross 
Street to traffic to help boost the area. 
Currently town council staff manually 
operate the bollards. 

Leader of Shropshire Council, 
Malcolm Pate, has now stepped in to 
postpone a decision. Oswestry town 
clerk, David Preston, said: “I have 
received a request from the leader of 
Shropshire Council to continue with 
the opening and closing of the bol¬ 
lards between 10am and 4pm for the 
next two to three months.” During a 
visit to Oswestry last month to for¬ 
mally open a mosaic and artwork at 
the Baby Bird cafe in Cross Street Mr 
Pate pledged that the unitary author¬ 
ity would help look at ways of bring¬ 
ing several empty shops in the street 
back into use. 

A meeting of the Oswestry Joint 
Economic Board was held last week 
to discuss how the Cross Street area 
could be revitalised. 


Three leading councillors 
are to leave authority

THREE leading Powys Coun¬ 
ty Councillors have announced 
they are to leave the authority in 
May ahead of the forthcoming 
local elections. 

Among those standing down are 
the council’s leader Barry Thomas 
who said he would not be standing for 
re-election. 

Councillor Thomas, who has represented 
the Llanfihangel Ward for more than 20 
years and has been leader of the council 
since January 2014, said he is taking a com¬ 
plete break from local government. 

He said: “I have decided to announce 
my intention to stand down as a county 
councillor now so that the residents of my 
ward have plenty of time to consider their 
options and take time to identify another 
candidate.” 

The council’s deputy leader and finance 
boss has also announced he is to leave the 
council in May. 

Councillor Wynne Jones said his one re¬ 
gret from his time at the council was that 
they had been unable to transform the ed¬ 
ucation service and he warned the council 
is in danger of letting down the county’s 
children. 

Also standing down is Councillor Gra¬ 
ham Brown, who also served as the coun¬ 
cil’s deputy leader. 

Councillor Brown said: “After 30 years as 
a district and county councillor I have de¬ 
cided to step down and not seek re-election 
to the county council. 

“It has been an honour to represent Lla- 
ndrinio on the council and I am grateful for 
the support I have received from my com¬ 
munity.”

To prevent 
candle fires from starting in your 
home, you should make sure your 
candles are kept away from flamma¬ 
ble materials like curtains and ensure 
candles are put out when you leave 
the room, even for a moment. 

“Left unattended, an open flame 
could start a devastating fire.”

Move to get 
flag status 
for The Rec 

WELSHPOOL’S recreation ground 
could soon be recognised as one of the 
best green spaces in the country. 

Town councillors are seeking the 
prestigious Green Flag Status for 
Maesydre Recreation Ground - the 
benchmark national standard for 
parks and green spaces in the UK. 

The council’s services and prop¬ 
erty committee is recommending the 
application, saying Maesydre meets 
the high standards laid down by the 
Green Flag Award scheme. 

Not only the home of Welshpool 
Town FC, Maesydre, known locally

Councillor Graham Breeze, coun¬ 
cil services and property committee 
chairman, described the recreation 
ground as the “jewel in Welshpool’s 
crown”.

£20,000 damage caused 
to vans after thief chase

A VAN thief got more than he bar¬ 
gained for when he was tracked 
down by the owner and his friend 
in a dramatic chase. 

More than £20,000 of damage was 
caused to two vans belonging to the 
owner and his friend, as the thief 
rammed into the vehicle in an effort 
to escape. 

Richard Ellis, who has a workshop at 
Bank Top Industrial Estate in St Martins, 
near Oswestry, said the thief had jumped 
into his friend Mike Erratt’s Volkswagen 
T5 van and stolen it for the items inside. 

The pair jumped into Mr Ellis’s Volkswa¬ 
gen Caddy to try track down the thief. Mr 
Ellis said: “When we finally caught up with 
him, he reversed the van into my bonnet 
before taking off again. We managed to 
catch up again but once again he smashed 
into my bonnet by reversing, this time 
causing more damage to my van, so at this 
point we drove into the side of Mike’s van 
to get him off the road, then out of nowhere 
he jumped out and got into a silver Ford 
Mondeo, which I rammed into before it 
drove off.” Mr Ellis, 33, from Chirk, said 
the Mondeo drove off towards the Wrex¬ 
ham area. He said two other men, a driver 
and passenger, were in the van. The drama 
unfolded at about 5.30pm on Tuesday last 
week. 

Mr Ellis and Mr Eratt, from St Martins, 
are left counting the cost, which amounts 
to more than £20,000 because of the dam¬ 
age to both their vans.Mr Ellis described 
the thief as being tall and slim, wearing a 
black and red jacket with red gloves. The 
driver of the Mondeo is described as being 
an older, overweight man.

Police force is 
told to improve 

DYFED-POWYS Police has been told 
by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of Con¬ 
stabulary that it needs to improve in 
crucial areas. 

But West Mercia Police, which cov¬ 
ers Shropshire, has been rated as good 
for its effectiveness in reducing crime 
and keeping the public safe. 

Looking at Dyfed-Powys Police’s 
performance, HMIC raised concerns 
about its investigation standards and 
said there were “weaknesses” in how 
it supports and safeguards vulnerable 
people. 

HMIC said that overall the effec¬ 
tiveness of Dyfed-Powys Police at 
keeping people safe and reducing 
crime “requires improvement”. 

Responding to the HMIC’s find¬ 
ings Deputy Chief Constable Darren 
Davies said the force would continue 
to take “robust steps” to address 
the highlighted areas that need im¬ 
proving. He said the force was in the 
process of introducing a range of initi¬ 
atives, including changing the way it 
prioritises and manages crime. 

AM makes bus 
cash switch call 

A RECORD Welsh Government subsi¬ 
dy of almost half a million pounds for 
the Cardiff Airport bus service should 
be scrapped in favour of supporting 
local bus routes which are struggling 
in Mid Wales, according to Montgom¬ 
eryshire AM, Russell George. 

Speaking in First Minister’s Ques¬ 
tions, Mr George welcomed the news 
that the T9 service, which runs from 
Cardiff to Cardiff Airport 34 times a 
day, is attracting more passengers and 
called for the service to stand on its 
own two feet. 

He asked the First Minister to 
consider diverting the subsidy to bus 
services in Mid Wales which are strug¬ 
gling to remain financially viable.

Schools get 
£6 million of 
investment 

MORE than £6 million will be spent 
on Powys schools over the next three 
financial years as part of a major im¬ 
provement plan by the county coun¬ 
cil. 

Carreghofa Primary School in Lla- 
nymynech, near Oswestry, will get 
£130,000 for extension and accommo¬ 
dation improvements while Hafren 
Primary School at Newtown will get 
£240,000 in two phases for a major 
refurbishment. 

Llanfyllin High School will benefit 
from a £145,000 sum of money to re¬ 
place its roof. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet 
approved an annual improvement 
fund of more than £2m for primary 
and secondary school improvement 
projects in the coming financial year 
and a further £2m for both 2018/19 
and 2019/20. 

Councillor Arwel Jones told the 
meeting: “The funding will allow a 
number of infrastructure improve¬ 
ment projects to take place in our pri¬ 
mary and secondary buildings in the 
coming financial years.” 

Councillor Jones added: “All pro¬ 
jects are priority schemes under the 
council’s improvement scoring and 
prioritisation criteria.”

could be slowly losing their sight.' 

RNIB and Specsavers' research also revealed 
the total cost to the UK economy of sight loss in 
the adult population of the UK totalled £28.1 bil¬ 
lion, leading to a huge burden on the economy 
due to easily preventable vision-related issues.

Farmers to share 
£31 million payout 

DAIRY farmers across Shropshire are 
set to share in a £31 million payout 
after Aria Foods announced its end- 
of-year bonus. 

The Lurpak butter and Castello 
cheese maker has confirmed what 
it will pay out to the 12,000 dairy 
farmers across Europe who own the 
company. The payout will see 2,500 
British owners share a total of £31 
million. That includes 300 in the Mid¬ 
lands region including Shropshire. 

The distribution will see £7 million 
invested in each farmer’s savings ac¬ 
count, which will build into a lump 
sum should they wish to leave the 
co-operative, with the remainder then 
divided up equally to give farmers al¬ 
most £9,000 each from the bonus. 

Last month Aria revealed that it 
grew group profits last year by 20.7 
per cent to £300 million.

GENEROUS fundraisers have 
given a £5,000 boost to a pi¬ 
oneering charity that helps 
children with disabilities af¬ 
fecting their movement. 

Staff at Morris Lubricants and Mor¬ 
ris Leisure in Shrewsbury adopted 
The Movement Centre, based at the 
site of Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal, and Prostate Cancer UK, as their 
charities for 2016. 

The firms raised £7,310 through a 
host of fundraising events throughout 
the year. 

Company owners decided to round 
up the figure to £10,000, which has 
been divided equally between the two 
charities. 

The Movement Centre, founded in 
1996, works with children from across 
the UK who have cerebral palsy, 
global developmental delay or other 
movement control problems. 

A unique therapy called Targeted 
Training helps children gain essential 
functional skills to give them more 
independence, which can completely 
change their lives. 

Targeted Training was developed 
by The Movement Centre drawing on 
specialist physiotherapy and bioengi¬ 
neering. 

More than 500 children have been 
supported by the charity but there are 
many more who could be helped. 

As many as 2,500 children who 
could benefit from Targeted Training 
are born in the UK every year. 

The charity, which is the only one 
in the world providing the therapy, 
wants to reach as many as possible to 
make a lifelong difference. 

Although the charity is based in a 
building at the hospital site, it is inde¬ 
pendent from Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

It does not receive any statutory 
funding from the NHS and it relies 
on fundraising, donations and contri¬ 
butions from the families of children 


accessing service. A course of therapy 
costs around £6,250 per child and 
most children supported are aged be¬ 
tween one and three. 

Victoria Handbury-Madin, from the 
centre, said: “We are keen to grow to 


support more children and to diversify 
how we raise money. 

“We have seen so many children 
learn to walk here but not every child 
will get to that stage. It may be we are 
able to help a child gain head control, 


which can have a huge impact on their 
lives and the therapy they may require 
in the future. The Movement Centre is 
delighted to have been a chosen char¬ 
ity for Morris Lubricants and Morris 
Leisure in 2016.” 


April's Law 
debate told 
‘safety first’ 

THE safety of the public should al¬ 
ways be put first before an offender is 
allowed to come off the sex offenders’ 
register, a debate about April’s Law 
heard. 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MP, 
said there should be “total certainty” 
that a person will not offend again be¬ 
fore any person is allowed to remove 
themselves from the register. He was 
speaking during a debate on whether 
the Government should implement 
April’s Law, after a petition launched 
by the family of April Jones. 

The petition, calling for sex offend¬ 
ers to remain on the register for life 
and for tougher sentences for people 
who look at indecent images, reached 
well in excess of 100,000 signatures, 
triggering the Westminster debate. 

Five-year-old April was snatched 
from outside her home in Machy¬ 
nlleth, in October 2012 by Mark 
Bridger, who was sentenced to a 
whole life term for her abduction and 
murder. Her body has never been 
found and during his trial Bridger re¬ 
fused to say what he did with her re¬ 
mains. He was found to have accessed 
child abuse images online just hours 
before her death. 

Mr Davies, whose constituency cov¬ 
ers Machynlleth, said: “I spent time in 
the town and it felt really difficult to 
comprehend what happened and what 
April’s family were going through. 

“I also want to pay tribute to April’s 
parents and sister Jazmin who are 
with us in the House of Commons 
today and in this chamber. 

“They have done a huge amount to 
raise awareness of the availability of 
indecent images.” 

During his speech in the debate in 
Westminster Hall, Mr Davies called 
for a “clean-up” of the internet. He 
also said that, although a move re¬ 
quiring people to remain on the sex 
offenders’ register for life may go 
against their human rights no person 
should be removed until stringent 
checks had been made.

The councillor said: “I also have the 
backing of local councils, in Newtown, 
Welshpool, Shrewsbury, St Martin’s, 
West Felton, Llanymynech, Gobowen 
and Selattyn for the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital to house the super acci¬ 
dent and emergency centre.”

New move in campaign 
to halt the waste louts

RESIDENTS are being warned 
council staff will be looking in¬ 
side rubbish bags left dumped in 
the streets in a bid to track down 
the culprits. 

Sacks of fly-tipped waste have been 
found on the streets of Welshpool and 
left dumped next to litter bins. 

In a post on Facebook, Town Clerk Rob¬ 
ert Robinson, said: “People are leaving 
black bags out with household waste in 
them on the streets and by the litter bins, 
this is fly-tipping, please use your bins and 
Powys doorstep collection service. So every¬ 
one knows, we will be looking inside bags 
for identification and will be seeking to stop 
this practice.” 

Meanwhile, in a separate move, Welsh¬ 
pool is teaming up with Newtown in a bid 
to tackle the rubbish problem. Sue Ne¬ 
wham, Keep Wales Tidy project officer for 
North Powys, said both towns had similar 
problems with people who dump waste. She 
said: “They forget that the money to litter 
pick the streets and to clear fly tips comes 
out of the county council’s funds, which 
cannot then be spent on services such as 
education and support for elderly people. 
Littering is often seen as an unimportant 
issue, but if we each took responsibility for 
our own rubbish and disposed of it as we 
should, much more money would be avail¬ 
able for other things.” She said two initi¬ 
atives were aimed at addressing the same 
problem. She said: “Tidy Newtown Week 
and Keep Welshpool Tidy are the town 
councils responding to residents’ wishes 
to live in clean and tidy communities and 
working in partnership with Keep Wales 
Tidy to make events happen.”

Homes plan 
for county 
‘damages the 
countryside' 

CAMPAIGNERS are warning that 
Shropshire Council proposals for new 
housing would seriously damage the 
countryside and are far more than are 
needed. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) is calling on people 
to object strongly to the council’s op¬ 
tions for the revised Local Plan. 

Charles Green, joint chair of CPRE 
Oswestry, said residents had until 
Monday to respond to the council’s 
three alternative growth scenarios, 
which range from 26,250 up to 28,750 
houses. CPRE Shropshire questions 
whether the council’s consultation is 
meaningful when all three of the op¬ 
tions propose a level of housing which 
it says is far greater than is “justified, 
necessary or desirable”, and would 
lead to significant destruction of the 
Shropshire countryside. 

Rather than delivering economic 
growth, CPRE warns that Shropshire 
could increasingly end up as a dor¬ 
mitory for nearby growth-towns like 
Crewe with so many new develop¬ 
ments proposed around this HS2 hub. 

Shropshire Council is also consult¬ 
ing on whether new housing should 
be directed at Shrewsbury, market 
towns such as Oswestry and Ludlow, 
or so-called rural hubs like Ruyton 
XI Towns and Clun. However, CPRE 
warns that at these levels all the op¬ 
tions would lead to inappropriate 
housing in the wrong place. 

Mr Green said: “The irony is that 
there is nothing in this latest consul¬ 
tation to show how Shropshire will 
provide houses which are affordable 
for the people who really need them. 

“Instead, we risk seeing only the 
kind of houses which can be bought by 
retired people and commuters wish¬ 
ing to move into the county.”

Officers were 
‘unaware of 
bus breach' 

SENIOR officers and councillors were 
not aware that a school had broken rules 
by spending £500,000 bussing in pupils 
from outside its catchment area, an inde¬ 
pendent barrister has said. 

In a report which went before Powys 
County Council’s cabinet members, coun¬ 
cillors heard the findings were based on a 
further investigation report by Jonathan 
Walters, who led the probe into how Lla- 
nfyllin High School spent the money on 
subsidising the transport costs of pupils 
from outside its catchment. 

Despite school governors and local 
councillors claiming the council had 
“known all along that this was going on”, 

Mr Walters said in his investigation re¬ 
port that he does not consider that to be 
the case. 

He said: “Whilst I can readily under¬ 
stand the suspicion of interested parties 
that the PWC report in 2014 did alert 
senior officers and councillors to the 
breach of the council’s scheme, there 
are a number of factors which militate 
against such a finding. 

“If the allegation is true, there would 
have been a collective decision by a num¬ 
ber of senior officers and councillors to 
withhold the PWC report from consid¬ 
eration by me in the hope that it would 
not materialise and that is not a credible 
contention.” 

Mr Walters also said he didn’t believe 
senior officers and councillors were aware 
of the breach because of the genuine reac¬ 
tions of when the matter finally emerged 
in January 2016. 

News of the breach sparked contro¬ 
versy in the community, with four school 
governors suspended from their post, 
one being Councillor Darren Mayor, who 
stepped down from the council’s cabinet.

Inmates arrive 
at new prison 

ONE of the largest prisons in Europe, lo¬ 
cated just over the Shropshire border in 
Wrexham, has taken in its first inmates. 

The HMP Berwyn super-prison has 
started receiving its first inmates, with 
the goal of relieving Britain’s over¬ 
crowded jails. The prison, which cost £250 
million to build, will be home to criminals 
convicted of burglary, armed robbery and 
other offences, and will house more than 
2,000 criminals, making it the largest in 
the UK. 

The majority will be category C, mean¬ 
ing they have been assessed as having a 
lower likelihood of escaping, though some 
category B prisoners could also be accom¬ 
modated. 

Prison governor Russ Trent said his 
emphasis was on rehabilitation. 

He said wardens will refer to the 
prisoners as “men” and they will have 
“rooms” rather than cells. 

The construction of the prison began in 
May 2015 and work is still under way on 
part of the site.

Boston horror is told

DIRECTOR Peter Berg and lead¬ 
ing man Mark Wahlberg previ¬ 
ously collaborated on the tes¬ 
tosterone-fuelled action thrillers 
Lone Survivor and Deepwater 
Horizon. 

They draw inspiration from another 
harrowing true story of heroism for this 
gripping race against time. 

Patriots Day introduces a fictional charac¬ 
ter into the heart of real-life terrorism - the 
bombing of the 2013 Boston marathon - to 
pay rousing and sometimes overblown 
tribute to the men and women who risked 
their lives in the name of justice. 

The script’s queasy conflation of fact and 
artistic licence runs the risk of glamorising 
the hunt for the perpetrators. 

We become completely immersed in the 
investigation as it gathers pace, culminating 
in a shootout on the city streets. 

Vehicles explode, hundreds of bullets 
scythe through the air, transforming a 
sleepy nook of suburban Massachusetts 
into a flaming, debris-strewn war zone. 

On the morning of April 15, Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaev (Alex Wolff) and his brother Ta¬ 
merlan (Themo Melikidze) head into Boston 
with homemade bombs concealed in ruck¬ 
sacks. They move into the thick crowds of 
spectators thronging the marathon course, 
drop the bags and move to safety before 
detonating the devices in quick succession 
near the finish line. Hundreds of people are 
injured in the blasts. 

“We’ve got to decide who’s running this 
and we’ve got to decide quickly,” Deval 
Patrick (Michael Beach), the Governor of 
Massachusetts, tells Boston Police Com¬ 
missioner Ed Davis (John Goodman) and 
the assembled responders.

“It’s terrorism, we’ll take it!” responds 
FBI special agent Richard DesLauriers 
(Kevin Bacon) as he discovers fragments 
of a bomb at the scene. Sergeant Tommy 
Saunders (Wahlberg) and his wife Carol 
(Michelle Monaghan), a registered nurse, 
are on the front line during the subsequent 
man hunt. Their resolves are tested, along 
with Boston’s mayor Thomas Menino (Vin¬ 
cent Curatola), and other figures in public 


office including Police Sergeant Jeffrey 
Pugliese (JK Simmons). 

Meanwhile, Dzhokhar and Tamerlan 
steal a car belonging to student Dun Meng 
(Jimmy O Yang), which they intend to drive 
to New York to carry out more atrocities. 

Patriots Day seamlessly blends footage 
shot by witnesses, who were in Boston that 
day, with grainy reconstructions to docu¬ 
ment events before the explosions up to 


the point that one of the suspects is found 
hiding inside a boat. 

Berg’s bombastic approach to action 
sequences sets our pulses racing and he 
effortlessly holds us in a vice-like grip for 
more than two hours, even if we know the 
chain of events from news coverage. 

Wahlberg portrays another steadfast 
all-American hero, who refuses to let any¬ 
one harm the city he loves.

Their first commercial CD entitled Voices 
of the Valley immediately stormed into the 
mainstream charts at number nine and 
sailed to the top of the classic charts, be¬ 
coming the fastest selling classical album 
of all time, an accolade previously held by 
Luciano Pavarotti. 

Their Voices of the Valley album was 
awarded a gold disc within three days and 
they went on to sit on top of the classic 
charts. In subsequent years they released 
another four successful albums with Uni¬ 
versal Classic and Jazz (UCJ) and the Decca 
label. 

Their huge popularity resulted in them

The Winter’s Tale by William 
Shakespeare will be directed by De¬ 
clan Donnellan and the designer is 
Nick Ormerod.

Can Kia's 'big little car' be a big hit? 



By Graham Breeze 

Globally the Rio is Kia’s best seller so will 
the introduction of an all-new I.Olitre model 
make the car a big hit in the UK? 

The company described the fourth 
generation model as a “big little car” as it 
arrived this week, featuring an amazing new 
turbocharged one litre petrol engine at the 
head of a 10-model line-up. 

I’ve been boring friends, family and readers 
about the brilliant range of one litre engines 
on the market these days and Kia bosses 
have also recognised the importance of 
getting in on the action, determined to carve 
out a bigger slice of the B-sector cake. 

With the range revealed this week you’d 
be hard pressed not be overjoyed by the 
performance of the Rio 3 which comes with a 
1 .Olitre T-GDi 99bhp engine, producing a top 
speed of 115mph, reaching 60mph in 10.3 
seconds, with average fuel consumption over 
60mpg and C02 emissions of just 102g/km. 

That means it’s just £30 to licence. 

Thel .0-litre T-GDi engine is offered in 
Rio for the first time and heads a seven- 
strong powertrain line-up which shows 
improvements in fuel efficiency and C02 
emissions over the outgoing Rio 

Just as I have been with Ford and 
Suzuki variations on the one litre theme I 
am completely gobsmacked at the gutsy 
performance of this offering from Kia and as 
a layman can only marvel at the technology 
behind such performance. 

For the more technical reader out there 
it’s an example of Kia’s advanced engine 
technology capabilities through downsizing, 
turbocharging, direct fuel injection and 



Inside is dominated by a huge touchscreen 

weight reduction, with a number of detailed 
engineering solutions to minimise throttle lag 
and reduce internal friction. 

But it’s not all about what’s under the bonnet 
because the Rio is a sharper looking car now, 
with a wider “tiger-nose” front grille, reshape 
headlights which incorporate impressive 
cornering lights and automatic main-beam 
dipping. 

The new Rio is bigger too. There’s a longer 
wheelbase, bonn 

et and front overhang and a lower roofline. 
There’s also more shoulder room but although 
rear legroom has been increased it’s still on 
the tight side in the back. 

There’s 13 per cent more boot room with the 
lifting back door opening to reveal 325 litres of 
space - just enough for the golf clubs. 

There’s still a lot of plastic inside the cabin 
which is dominated by a large touchscreen 
which incorporates Kia Connected Services 
and Android Auto and Apple CarPlay 
smartphone integration with access to the 
car’s navigation and infotainment systems, 
and live traffic updates, weather reports and 
fixed speed camera locations. 


In manual format the I.Olitre GTDi Rio has an 
intelligent Stop & Go (ISG) system to eliminate 
tailpipe emissions and a five-speed manual 
gearbox as standard. 

There’s no skimping when it comes to 
protecting driver and passengers, with a 
stiffened body shell to enhance crash safety 
while the front, rear and side crumple zones 
absorb impact energy. 

There’s also a raft of other safety features 
including Electronic Stability Control (ESC) 


and Vehicle Stability Management (VSM) 

,Autonomous Emergency Braking (AEB) and 
a Lane Departure Warning system fitted as 
standard. 

Rio comes with a seven-year/100,000-mile 
warranty covering all labour and parts except 
those subject to normal wear and tear. 

The warranty is transferable if the car is sold 
before the time/mileage limit expires. 

The all-new Rio is also available with Care-3 
and Care-3 Plus servicing packages for retail 


customers. These cover the cost of all routine 
servicing work for three or five years and, like 
the warranty, can be passed on if the car is 
sold before they expire. 

Prices start at £11,995 though the 1 .Olitre 
G-TDi tested sells at £16,295 which is still a lot 
of money but competitive in the B-sector. 

Will it be a UK success? 

Well only time will tell but no-one can doubt 
just how far the Kio Rio has come in the last 
few years.

NEWLY crowned champions The 
New Saints moved closer to a record 
points haul in the Dafabet Welsh Pre¬ 
mier after a late show earned a 3-2 
victory over Bala Town at Park Hall.
